Sicily. The Scorpion, like othey foreign 
ships, will also transport refugees from 
the affected districts, carry messages 
and co-operate in all possible ways with 
the authorities in the alleviation of dis- 
tress. If, meantime, the bodies. of Con- 
pul Cheney and his wife are found the 
Scorpion will transport them to Naples, 
whence they will be shipped to the 
United States.

MBESSINA, Jan. 2.—The town now is 
thoroughly occupied by troeps. Hach 
quarter has its body of them, divided so 
that no point in the town is without 
protection. A cordon of soldiers also 
surrounds the entire town, which -is al- 
most deserted. Only soldiers and 
sailors are to be séen there. 

The sufferings of persons still buried 
in the ruins of fallen buildings here, 
who are slowly dying from hunger, is 
awful to contemplate. 

Bodies have been found which bear 
mute testimony of the torture of the 
death which relieved their sufferings. 
Several persons’ have died gnawing at 
their hands and arms, évidently crazed 
Others had portions of 
shawls and particles of clothing in their 
mouths and ene weman had her teeth 
firmly fixed in the leg of a dead baby. 

The Archbishop of Messina has been 
found, still living, in the ruling of his” 
palace.

The same section pro- 
vided that “whenever the net profits of the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rail- 
way Co. shall in any one year exceed 8 per 
cent on the capital actually invested by said 
company, then the charges for switching, etc., 
aforesaid, shall immediately be reduced.” 
The testimony in the suit .of the United 
States against the Terminal Railroad shows 
the entire cost of the Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Batlway to have been not in excess of 
$3,500,000. The report of that railway. for 
the year ending June 30, 1906, as furnished 
by Poors Manual of Railways, shows its 
gross earnings to have been $1,773,299, its 
operating expenses $887,803, and its net 
earnings $885,496, or over 25 per cent net 
income on the capital actually invested in the 
road. And yet not only has the switching 
rate not been reduced below $1, as was 
agreed to when the ordinance was accepted on 
this condition, but the actual rates charged 
for switching on the road are far greater 
than $1.
